The submission of any document herewith, which is not a statutory bar, is not intended as 
an admission that such document constitutes prior art against the claims of the present 
application or that such document is considered material to patentability as defined in 37 CFR 
§1 .56(b). Applicants do not waive any rights to take any action which would be appropriate to 
antedate or otherwise remove as a competent reference any document which is determined to be a 
prima facie art reference against the claims of the present application. 

TIMING OF THE DISCLOSURE 

The listed documents are being submitted in compliance with 37 CFR § 1.97(b), 
before the mailing date of the first Office Action on the merits. 
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RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

The relevance of the foreign-language documents is described in the present specification. 
An English translation of the foreign-language documents is not readily available. However, the 
absence of such translation does not reheve the PTO from its duty to consider the submitted 
foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). 

Erlhofer et al. (FR 2 576 496 titled "Make-up Case for Volatile Creams") describes a 
make-up case that has a seat (12) and a Kd (14) hinged on this with a mirror (16) on it's inner 
face. An inner cover (20) is hinged on the seat and closes the (22) in it. An insertion piece (18), 
made of polypropelene, is fitted into the seat making an airtight seal. The opening is circular and 
the inner cover has, on it's inner face, an annular hp (24) which can be pushed into the opening. 
On the outer face of the cover there is a projecting edge that presses against the inner wall of the 
opening. 

Weick, H. H. (WO 83/02051 titled "RefiUable Case for Refreshing Towels") describes a 
refiUable case that comprises a bottom shell portion (1) and a cover shell portion (2) which are 
joined together by a hinge (3). The shell portions enclose a circular chamber (4) in which are 
disposed two stacks of freshen-up cloths (6), of square configuration, folded into a semicricular 
form. A retaining member (5) in the form of a plate is disposed centrally in the chamber, 
approximately at the level of the plane of the chamber opening. Each cloth is so folded and fitted 
into the chamber that a triangular portion is on the top. 

Applicants respectftiUy request that any hsted document be considered by the Examiner 
and be made of record in the present apphcation and that an initialed copy of Form PTO/SB/08 
be returned in accordance with MPEP §609.
